CLEVELAND (May 2, 2014) — The Cleveland Museum of Art presents Solstice, Cleveland’s hottest 
summer music festival, on Saturday, June 21 from 8 p.m. to 1 a.m. at the Cleveland Museum of Art. In 
its sixth year, Solstice guests will have an opportunity to enjoy dynamic and cutting-edge music from 
around the world and preview Yoga: The Art of Transformation, the ground-breaking exhibition that 
explores yoga’s visual history. 


“Solstice is always such a great night in the museum, and in the city, and our favorite way to kick off 
the summer,” said Tom Welsh, director of City Stages. 


This year’s Solstice features music simultaneously on two stages. The atrium stage will feature 
innovative musicians and DJs including Kouyaté-Neerman, DJ Arkin Allen and Awesome Tapes From 
Africa.
